Nearly one hundred years ago, this revered forebear commenced a search for 
his Nickerson ancestors. His fascination with the family and its history lead 
him to gather information from all quarters with the hope of providing material 
toward a full family record. He enlisted the services of his friend, Anna C. 
Kingsbury, a research genealogist, and they entered into a wide search, cor- 
responding, copying records and traveling throughout the country and abroad. 
A formidable amount of material was accumulated, much of it coming directly 
from family records, deeds and wills otherwise unrecorded. The entire files, 
kept by Miss Kingsbury after his death, were turned over by her to the New 
England Historic Genealogical Society in 1841. Known as the William Emery 
Nickerson Papers, they have been a most valuable reference in the compilation 
of this Genealogy. 
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THE NICKERSON CLAN 


Well here we are, The Nickerson Clan 
From near and far to the Cape’s narrow land 
From North and South, from East and West 
Back to Cape Cod, the old ‘‘home nest’’. 
Let’s talk of that ancestor of yore 
Who landed on New England’s shore 
So many, many years ago. 


He came from the village of Norwich town 
This William Nickerson of Cape Cod renown 
In far away England, a weaver was he 
With a restless foot and a wish to be 
In a land where one could feel ever free 
So he packed his belongings, his family and wife 
And crossed the wild ocean to begin a new life. 


He landed mongst friends he already knew 

Who told of a town which was then quite new 
And advised him to buy and settle down

Now William though somewhat of a ‘‘devil may care”’ 
Stood for what was honest, upright and fair 

His judgment was good, and his courage rare. 
But William had the Nickerson way 

His opinion to voice with forceful sway 
In fact his heritage still is not lost 

Though oft ’twould be wiser to count the cost. 


But as a man thinketh so he is 
And William often in meeting riz 
To tell those assembled ‘‘to mind their biz’’ 
At last he decided to form a town 
Where preachers and magistrates couldn’t frown, 
A town that had laws that were fair and right 
If he could find a promising site. 


The spot that he chose, was beautiful land 
Pleasant Bay rippled softly along its sands 
And Long Cove wandered idly through meadow and marsh. 
On the outer beach sounded the ocean’s surf harsh ; 
The fields were just waiting into farms to be made 
By turning the earth with ploughshare and spade 
So William decided that this was the place 
And sought the Chief’s wigwam, the Sachems to face. 


With old Mattaquason and John Quason too 

Both Sachems of note and of great respect due 
He held council and offered a fair and square deal 

For the land that required their sign and their zeal 
He was all for closing the deal, then and there 

All things being open, straight ferward, and square 
But old Mattaquason said: ‘‘No, not so fast’’ 

‘‘Sachems wait for a sign, as they had in the past’’. 


‘‘And if came a bear, then the deal is no good 

But if came a deer, all will be as it should’’. 
We know ’twas a deer for we here today 

Are William’s descendants; what more can we say? 
And so was completed this land deal transaction 

To the Sachems’ and Nickersons’ full satisfaction. 


For one boat and six kettles, twelve axes and hoes 

Forty shillings in money, and some heavy warm clothes 
A long string of wampum, both purple and white, 

‘‘Indian money’’ from quahaug shells fashioned just right, 
And last but not least some sort of a hat, 

The old Sachem was proud to be owner of that. 
Mattaquason and John were well satisfied 

And lived in peace and contentment nearby till they died. 


Generations have followed till the Nickerson Clan 
Is scattered afar in many lands, 

But the man whom we honor with respect today 
The man with the vision and power to sway 

Is old William Nickerson of past renown 
Who came to Cape Cod and founded a town.

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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


CHATHAM — MONOMOIT — In many source records and accounts, and also in this genealogy, the names 
Chatham and Monomoit (variations) are used interchangeably. This applies even to some entries 
dated before 1712, when Chatham was so named. 


BREWSTER was the North Precinct of Harwich until 1803. Nevertheless, the ‘‘Brewster Church’’ often 
referred to was the Harwich Parish Church before that date. 


LOST RECORDS — The earliest records of Yarmouth (which included the present Dennis towns) were 
lost in a fire in 1677. Many records of the town and county of Barnstable were lost when the County 
Court House burned in 1827. 


DOUBLE DATES — These are frequently used — for example —: February 20, 1696-7. In 1752 England 
adopted the Gregorian calendar in which the’ year begins on January first. Prior to that, the year 
was considered to begin on March 25. Therefore we find that February 20 would fall in 1696 by the 
old calendar, but in 1697 by the present one. 


FIFTH GENERATION — To provide further links for your search, the vital statistics we now have for 
the fifth generation have been included, pending the full publication. 


A NICKERSON FAMILY CHART INDEX is added to facilitate your references. 


REFERENCES — A complete bibliography of sources will be found at the back of the book. Pertinent 
references are noted at the end of each family outline. 


LAND DIVISIONS — approximate, by present day maps: 
The Quason Purchase of 1713-14— bounded on the north by Long Pond, on the east by Brewster- 
Chatham Rd. and Depot Road, on the south by Route 28, and on the east by Route 124. The Little 
Quason Division of 1730, now East Harwich — bounded on the north by Pleasant Bay Road, on the 
east by Pleasant Bay, on the south by Bay Road and on the west by Brewster-Chatham Road. The 
Crocker Neck Division, now West Harwich — the area encircled by Swan Pond, Herring River and 
Nantucket Sound. 


AN HISTORICAL SKETCH OF THE NICKERSON COAT-OF-ARMS 


From the Latin ‘‘Nidus’’, from the Scandinavian ‘‘Nicker, Nykei, Nicor or Nykor’’, from the French 
‘‘Niche’’, all meaning recess or hollow place in a wall for a vase or statue, our ancient name began. It 
first appeared in England, via Flanders, with William The Conquerer in 1066 when the first-born son 
was known as the ‘‘son of Niche’’. In the 16th century, variations occurred in the spelling, appearing 
in known records as Nickisson, Nickason, Nickinson, Nichols, Nicholson and Nixon. By 1600 most of the 
families seem to have adopted Nickerson, Nicholson or Nixcn. 


In 1522 a Nicholson Nyker was admitted a freeman in Norwich, England. Perhaps our earliest association 
with this name and a coat-of-arms, is to be found in the quaint church yard burial ground at Frenze, 20 
miles from the birthplace of William, our common ancestor. Here, on a slab, ever so faint, is found the 
shield and figures as we know them. 


Now, the yeomanry and worsted weavers, as a class, were not considered armigerous, and there is no 
reason to suppose that William and his grandfathers were exceptions to this custom. But his forbear, 
who was the owner of the Manor of Frenze, most certainly was laid to rest beneath his coat-of-arms. 


Primarily this is pictured as the basic shield — shaped from the bodily contour it once protected — con- 
taining the charges, in this case being the three suns in gold splendor, signifying glory and honor, on a 
field of blue with two bars of ermine representing dignity. The helmet with visor closed indicated an 
earlier bearer to be a Lord (France). The mantling represents the flowing cloaks worn in heavy weath- 
er. The coloring comes from the main color of the shield as well as the metals used. The crest is the 
dove with olive branch perched on a rope of boiled leather, denoting strength. At the base of the sup- 
porters are quills signifying learned men. No other motto is known but the Latin, which simply states 
‘“By the name of Nickerson’”’. 


Communication with the College of Arms in London reveals that no arms had been recorded in the name 
of Nickerson. A pedigree for the family of Nicholson was confirmed 7 September 1596. The arms con- 
firmed were blazoned azure, two bars ermine in chief, three suns in splendor, etcetera. Our right to them 
has never been established. It surely looks as though a Nicholson beat a Nickerson to the Armory, and 
from that time we have used a variant of the one recorded. 


John Coles and son, 1780-1845, itinerant American artists, using John Guillenm’s ‘‘A Display of Herald- 
ry’’, are responsible for the old paintings and engravings of our Coat-of-Arms found in Cape Cod homes. 
There are evidences of their embellishing their art work to suit the owner, establishing to some degree, 
an art form authentic to the American tradition. 


If we were to establish that our name originally was Nicholson, or were willing to accept Nickerson as 
a variant of Nicholson, we would be properly registered in the College of Arms and entitled to one so 
recorded. The name Nicholson is common ton the Scottish border but not in the area of our William ‘‘The 
Immigrant’’ and his antecedents. 


And so we come to the twentieth century where the coat-of-arms, originally a light tunic worn over 
battle armor, decorated with family symbols, and serving to identify friend from foe, has become more a 
piece of decor, proudly displayed on walls, mantles, bookplates and stationery, to show that our instinctive 
love for family is still strong and enduring.

WILLIAM NICKERSON “THE IMMIGRANT” 


From the papers of Warren Sears Nickerson (1880-1966 ) ( P. ) 


WILLIAM NICKERSON, first of the name in this country, was born in Norwich, Norfolk, Eng- 
land about 1604. He was a weaver by trade and no doubi belonged to the Weaver’s Guild of 
Norwich. He signed himself as a ‘‘Weaver’’ long after he came to America, and practiced 
his trade to some extent. About 1630 he married Anne, the daughter of Nicholas and Bridget 
(Cocke) Busby, who was then about 22 years old. She had been baptized at St. Mary Cos- 
lany, Norwich, England, 2 February 1607/8. 


On account of the persecutions of Bishop Wren, of Norfolk, whose zealous efforts against non- 
conformists drove over 3000 small craftsmen out of the country, William decided to go to Am- 
erica with his family, and their examination just before their departure from England reads 
thus: ‘‘The examination of William Nickerson of Norwich, in Norfolk, weaver, aged 33, and 
Anne, his wife, aged 28, with four children, Nicho, Robartt, Elizabeth, Anne, are desirous to 
go to Boston in New England there to inhabit. April 8, 1637.’’ (Hottens History of Imm- 
grants). They had five other children born to them in America: Samuel, John, Sarah, William, 
and Joseph. 


They sailed from Yarmouth, England, April 15, 1637, on the Ship John and Dorothy, Capt. 
William Andrews, Master, accompanied by the consort Rose, commanded by the Captain’s son. 
With them sailed his wife’s parents, and all the Nickerson children. In the same party was 18 
year old Samuel Lincoln, the ancestor of Abraham Lincoln, and also of Joseph Lincoln, the 
famous author of Cape Cod stories. They arrived in Salem, Massachusetts, in New England 
on June 20, 1637. 


May 2, 1638, William Nickerson took the oath of a free-man at Boston, though it was likely 
that he was living in Watertown with his wife’s people who came there after a brief stay in 
Newbury, Massachusetts. (Hawes, Cape Cod Library I #102) 


Dec. 1, 1640, he was proposed as a free-man at the Plymouth Colony Court, evidently plan- 
ning to settle in the jurisdiction of the Old Colony rather than in that of the Massachusetts 
Bay Colony. (Ibid.) 


He took the oath cf fidelity June 1, 1641, and on the same date he was on the grand jury and 
was propounded to be a free-man at the next court, being described as of Yarmouth. ( Ibid.) 
Evidently he moved his family to Yarmouth about this time. His house and farm were near 
Folland’s Pond (then known as Little Bass Pond) at the head of Bass River. When he later 
moved to Monomoyick (Chatham), he sold his Yarmouth farm to James Matthews, and the 
deed theref was still in the Amos Otis papers as late as 1864. 


With others he was complained of March 1, 1641/, as a ‘‘Scoffer and jeerer of religion’’, which 
was true to his spirit of a non-conformist. Several times in the next twenty years he was in 
trouble with the church, and very likely that had much to do with his decision to move into 
the wilderness of Monomoy. His trouble with the minister seemed in no way to affect his 
standing as a citizen, because he continued to be chosen to responsible civil offices as long as 
he remained in Yarmouth. 


He was among those between 16 and 60 able to bear arms in Yarmouth. Was chosen on the 
committee headed by Captain Myles Standish to settle disputes over land boundaries which 
had become acute in Yarmouth. (Hawes #102) 


May 14, 1648, in the final allotment of lands at Yarmouth by the Standish Land Court, 10 acres 
of upland and 6 acres of meadow were laid out to him at Little Bass Pond (‘‘toward the South 
sea’’, the record reads). This was the farm he had lived on for about 8 years and he also had 
purchased 6 acres of meadow in ‘‘Nobscusset Meadows’’, now known as Hockanom.

Prior to or early in 1656, Nickerson had bought of the Indian Chief Mattaquason and John 
Quason, his son, a tract of land at Monomoy without the consent of the authorities, which was 
contrary to a law of June 6, 1643, and he had obtained no deed thereof. 


This was the law: 


‘‘Whereas it is holden very unlawful and of dangerous consequence and it hath beene the 
constand custome from our first beginning 


That no person or persons have or ever did purchase Rent or hire any lands herbage wood 
or tymber of the Natives but by the Magistrates consent. It is therefore enacted by the court 
that if any person or persons do here-after purchase rent or hyre any land herbage wood or 
tymber of any of the Natives in any place within this Government without the consent & 
assent of the Court Every such person or persons shall forfeit five pounds for every acree 
weh shallbe so purchased hyred rented and taken And for wood & tymber to pay five tymes 
the value thereof to be levyed to the Colonies use.’’? (II Plym. Col. Recs. 41.) 

June 3, 1656, this matter was brought before the court: 


‘Att this court William Nicarson appeered, being summoned to answare for his buying of 
land of the Indians, contrary to order of the Court, and for selling of a boat to the Indians, 
against a warrant directed to Yarmouth strictly prohibiting the same, haveing left the boate 
to bee the Indians; concerning his breach of order in buying of land, hee lyeth under the fine 
and penalty expressed in the order for the breach thereof; and for his contempt of the warrant, 
he is disfranchised his freedom.’’ His purchase was again before the Court June 3, 1657: 


‘‘In answare unto a petition preferred to the court by William Nicarson, desiring to have 
liberty to enjoy the land hee purchased att Mannamoiett, — 


The court have ordered, that the said land shall be viewed by some that shall be deputed ; 
and afterwards, upon their report to the court, hee is to have a competency or proportion out 
of it allowed unto him, and then to resigne up the remainder unto the court.’’ (Hawes #102) 


William Nickerson, giving the facts about their return and stay in Boston: ‘‘My wife came 
to Boston the Ist of March 1657 and my wife did sarves to hur father and mother till the later 
end of August following, and then hur father departed this life. And since their fathers death, 
my wife have done sarves to her mother daily and watching with them in the night, as 
their necessities called for untell hur mother departed this life; which was in July last 1660. 
All which time my wife did sarve to her father and mother, and the time being somed up it 
contains three years and four months or there aboute’’. 


Prior to January 5, 1661/2 William Nickerson was back in Yarmouth with his family. Probably 
his older sons had been keeping his farm going for him in his absence. On November 27, 
he sold his Boston property to Phillip Gibbs for 150 pounds. Apparently William did not 
thrive in the environment of a city, and I think he passed this reaction along to his descend- 
ants in full measure. 


He acted on the assumption that he had right to the land, as appears by the deed to his 
daughter Elizabeth — ‘‘Elizabeth Eldred’’ — forty acres of upland and ten acres of meadow 
at the ‘‘Oyster Pond Furlong’’, out of the purchase he had made in 1656 of Sagamore Matta- 
quason at Monomoy. This was probably the first deed ever executed of land in Chatham, Mas- 
sachusetts. 


The First Deed of Monomoit Lands Ever Executed (Covenants Omitted ) 


To all Christian people to whom this present writing shall come, know ye that I, William Nickerson 
of Yarmouth in ye jurisdiction of New Plymouth in New England for divers good causes and consid- 
erations, here unto moving have given and granted and by these presents do give and grant unto my 
daughter Elizabeth Eldred fourty acres of upland and ten acres of meadow lands out of ye lands that I 
purchased by ye Indian Sagamore Mattaquason at Monomoy and there about, part of ye lands lying and 
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being by a swamp near to ye Oyster pond forlonge; And ye rest of ye lands to be laid out as convenient 
as may be for their use. To have and io hold to them and their heirs for ever by these presents have 
given and granted, aliened, enfeoffed, set over and confirmed unto ye sd Elizabeth Eldred, her heirs and 
assigns for ever, all that part of upland and meadow lands lying and being as above sd with all ye 
priviledges and appeerces unto ye same above sd meadows and uplands belonging and all ye estate, right, 
title, interest, properties, use, possessions, claim and demandent soever of him ye said William Nicker- 
son in or to ye same or any part of pcel thereof. To have and to hold ye sd pcels of uplands and meadow 
parts modities in and by these presents given and granted in and by these presents expressed to be given 
and granted unto ye sd Elizabeth Eldred and her heirs for ever—— 
I witness whereof ye sd William Nickerson has hereunto set his hand and seal ye fifteenth day of 
January in ye thirteenth year of ye Reign of our Sovereign Lord King Charles the Second and in the 
year of our Lord one thousand six hundred and sixty one. 


Signed sealed and delivered William Nickerson 
In ye presents of us and his (seal) seal 
Sarah Nickerson 
William Nickerson, Junr 


The 17 January 1682 ye above named William Nickerson senr made his appearance and acknow- 
ledged this above written to be his act and deed. 
And likewise hath given unto ye sd Elizabeth Eldred, to her and her heirs and assigns forever liberty 
to feed cattel in ye other of his lands according to proportions before me. 
John Freeman assistant

The land deed to Elizabeth Eldred, daughter of William Nickerson, was only a part of the thousands 
of acres he had purchased, beginning about 1656, from the Indian Sagamore Mattaquason, who had ac- 
cepted in pay cows, cloth, wampum, and other trade goods. Together they staked out the metes and 
bounds, some of which are landmarks to this day; but the Sagamore could give no written deed because 
the Plymouth real estate operators had passed a law that no Indian could sell property without the 
consent of the Colony. Nickerson claimed that the land was the Indian’s to do with as he saw fit, but 
it took him twenty years and a substantial kick-back to the speculators before Mattaquason was allowed 
to set his hand to a deed. 


Regardless of the law, the settler moved in and built his cabin in the field across the highway to 
the south of the present Christopher Ryder House in Chathamport. According to tradition, the Old 
Sagamore’s lodge stood a short distance to the north. They were about of an age; and here these two 
old men, the red man and the white, lived out their days as good friends and neighbors, always carry- 
ing out their word-of-mouth agreements as man to man despite the shenanigans of the political land- 
sharks in Plymouth. 


The Old Sagamore went to his Happy Hunting Ground during the winter of 1682/3, followed in 
a few years by the old pioneer. Mattaquason left a son Towsowet, alias John Quason, and three daugh- 
ters known to our forefathers as Cussen’s Squaw, Old Skinnicut’s Wife, and Sarah. He had already 
deeded the Neck where Chatham Light stands to Cussen’s Squaw, Old Skinnicut’s Wife, a large tract in 
South Harwich around the pond which still bears the name of her husband, and to Sarah what is known 
as Old Harbor, in Chatham. The remainder of his land fell to Towsowet. My father, Warren Jensen Nick- 
erson, was born on the north side of Round Cove in East Harwich in the original Wequassett House 
which stands on land that has never been out of our family since it was bought of Towsowet.

In the spring of this year, William Nickerson, The Immigrant, being then about sixty years 
old but still physically and mentally rugged, left the comparatively settled community of 
Yarmouth and with his wife, all of his children except Nicholas, and his goods and cattle, 
struck out into the then unbroken wilderness of Monomoick. His house spot is in the valley 
northwest of the head of Ryder’s Cove in Chathamport, just above the Spring-hole northest 
of the electric light transformer. 


Although the title of his land was in dispute with the Colonial Authorities and continued to 
be for many years longez, he must have been reasonably confident that eventually it would 
come clear, because his sons and daughters cleared farms and built homes of their own on 
his purchase. There were Robert, Anne, Elizabeth, Samuel, John, Sarah and William and 
possibly others. These were the first settlers there. 


This year he purchased a large tract of land on the west side of Pleasant Bay (the Old Mono- 
moyick Bay of the Indian), where I was born and where my father, grandfather and great 
grandfather were born and lived out their lives. Because of his trouble at this particular 
time, he never secured title to this tract except from the Indians. Josiah Cooke purchased 
the same land of other Indians and his title was cleared, but by the marriage of Cooke’s 
grandchildren to these of Nickerson, it came into the Nickerson family finally. My Nick Shack 
on the west shore of Pleasant Bay stands on this land to-day. 


In order to obtain clear title to the lands he had purchased from the Quason Indians, William 
finally brought suit in the March Court against Sagamore Mattaquason for withholding the 
deeds. The Old Sagamore and the Immigrant lived peaceably side by side, the chief’s wig- 
wam standing only a short distance from the cabin of the settler, and apparently this suit 
made no change in their amicable relation. Evidently it brought the long standing misunder- 
standing to a head, because soon afterward not only were the Indian deeds secured, but a 
payment of 90 pounds to the Royal Grantees, the clouded title became clear, and he was free 
to dispose of it as he saw fit. 


Now that the Indian title to the land was extinguished and his title from the British Crown 
was legally established, he transferred the title of forty acres of upland and ten acres of 
meadow to each of his children, undoubtedly they having already built and lived on their 
farms all through the Court proceedings, and helped to defray the expenses and costs of 
securing the titles. His daughter Elizabeth, the wife of Robert Eldred, had her farm just 
north of the Oyster Pond, Anne, the wife of Tristram Hedges, was located at Harding’s 
Beach Neck, then known as Ragged Neck. Sarah who married Nathaniel Covell, built near 
the Spring at the head of Crow’s Pond, while Samuel’s house stood just north of it. Joseph’s 
farm was where the late Osborn Nickerson place is, and John’s was south of the Old Chat- 
ham Burial Ground near the late Stephen Emery’s place. It is not clear where Robert located 
but I believe somewhere around the Head of Oyster Pond. My direct ancestor, William the 
Second, the namesake of the Immigrant, settled first near Samuel’s, but soon removed to 
Cotch-pin-coote, now Old Harbor, where his descendants may still be found. Thus for over 
20 years, William, the Immigrant, and his good wife, Anne, lived on their farm at Mono- 
moyick, with all their children around them (except Nicholas who lived and died in Yar- 
mouth). The Rev. Joseph Lord, early minister at Chatham, wrote in his diary that the Immi- 
grant ‘‘in his lifetime, was ye father of ye place and ye inhabitants of it were his children, 
either by consanguinity or affinity, and he exercised as a teacher (i.e. religious teacher) among 
them.’’ 

For nearly twenty years hardly another family entered this domain and their settlement was 
more like a Clan than a New England township. 


He had trouble about his boundaries, which was brought before the Court June 1, of that year. 


March 29, 1678/9, and Aug. 16, 1681, he obtained other deeds of the Indians. With these he 
had purchased in all a domain of 4,000 acres within the present bounds of Chatham (Hawes 
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1686 February 12, 1686 William the Immigrant conveyed to his daughter Sarah Covell, whose hus- 
band had died abcut four years previously, all his remaining property of every name and 
description. Evidently, the widow Covell, after her husband’s death, had come to live with 
her father and mother, who were getting well along in years, and apparently this arrange- 
ment was made in repayment for an agreement that Sarah would live with and care for them 
during their remaining days. Probably her mother was already very poorly, because she pass- 
ed away very soon after this time, apparently in the same year — about seventy-five years old. 
After his wife’s death, the old man, realizing that his own days would be few in the land, 
and deeming that the management of his farm and large land holdings would be quite a task 
for his daughter Sarah who had a large family of children of her own, they jointly conveyed 
to his son William (the Second) an interest in all the lands purchased or improved, save only 
his home farm to which Sarah retained sole title. The Neck of Land known as Monomesset, 
where the Naval Station stood in World War I, including Great Point up as far as Crow’s 
Pond was deeded in fee simple to William (Second). 


1689/90 Having set his house in order, the sturdy old pioneer passed away sometime between August 
30, 1689, and September 8, 1690, the exact date being, so far, unknown. He was about 86 years 
old, and was buried on the little hill just south of his house, by the side of his beloved wife. 
This burial plot, as laid out by William Nickerson, the Immigrant, himself, was later deeded 
to the town of Chatham by his daughter Sarah. 


Thus passed a man of intelligence, education and great energy and strength of will. The dif- 
ficulties of planting a frontier settlement in the wilderness would have appeared insuperable 
to most men of sixty. His indomitable will and perseverence were exemplified in the spirit 
with which he fought through the Courts to final victory to acquire undisputed title to his 
lands. His expressed principle was: ‘‘For I desire not to wrong any man of his just rights, 
nor would I be wronged myself.’’ 


‘‘A record of the bounds that was laid out by Mr. William Nickerson, Sr. deceased for a burying 
place, sd percall of land was alowed for that purpose forever and accordingly set out and allowed by 
Mrs. Sarah Covell, widow, the bounds as followeth: Bounded easterly upon a hay way that parts the 
land of Joseph Covell and the land that was Jeremiah Nickersons, the north bound is upon Joseph Covell 
tell it coms to the decent or brow of a hill as sd Joseph Covell dich now runs the wester bounds is upon 
the land that was emphraim Covell from dich to a rack lying on the Southers side of sd hill, the Souther 
bounds is upon sd emphraim land to the first specified hay way which is sd emphraims known bounds. 
The reng is one the brow of the hill as sd Joseph Covells renges one the other side.’’ (Town Records 
1715). When William Sr. died his daughter Sarah Covell was the sole owner of his home farm. (A) 
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Through the years, the hill where our progenitor is supposedly buried has been called Burial Hill 
or Pleasant Hill, with a view from the top that is delightful, overlooking Ryder’s Cove. The only slate 
gravestones now standing are those of several members of the Ryder family. 


A memorial tablet to honor William Nickerson, founder of the beautiful town of Chatham, at the 
elbow of Cape Cod, was placed there in 1915 by the Honorable William Emery Nickerson of the 9th 
generation with the inscription of his lineage. He organized the Nickerson Family Association, at Chat- 
ham, on Saturday, June 19, 1897. 


At the Chatham town hall there are letters written in 1924, by William Emery Nickerson, concerning 
funds for the memorial. 


Ruby Nickerson (Ryder) Sears 
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EARLY CAPE COD TOWNS 


SANDWICH, the oldest town, was settled in 1637 and incorporated in 1639. The history of this town 
embraces 48 years preceding the formulation of Barnstable County. It technically included the 
town of BOURNE, which was also settled in 1637 but was not incorporated until 1884. 


BARNSTABLE, the County seat, originally laid out in 1639, was incorporated in the same year. It has 
remained nearly the same. When the Court House burned in 1827, many valuable records were lost. 


YARMOUTH became a permanently authorized settlement and was incorporated in 1639. Records of 
this town were burned in 1677, destroying 40 years of early accounts. It originally included a small 
part of Barnstable until 1641, a small edge of Brewster (then Sautucket), and the town of DENNIS, 
which was incorporated in 1793. 


HARWICH was settled in 1653 and incorporated in 1694. It originally encompassed the whole territory 
from Cape Cod Bay south to the Sound, and from Yarmouth (now Dennis) easterly to Eastham, 
Pleasant Bay and Monomoit (now Chatham). In 1772 the southeast area (now South Orleans) was 
set off to Eastham. The North Precinct was incorporated as the town of BREWSTER in 1803. 


CHATHAM — Indian name Monomoyick or Monomoit (various spellings) —was settled by William 
Nickerson in 1656 and established as a constablewick in 1679. The town was incorporated and named 
Chatham in 1712. 


EASTHAM, originally called Nauset, was officiaily settled in 1644 and was incorporated in 1646. It in- 
cluded the present towns of EASTHAM, WELLFLEET which was incorporated in 1763, and OR- 
LEANS, incorporated in 1797. 


PROVINCETOWN, The Cape Tip, was inhabited in 1700 and settled as a village about 1714 when a 
municipal government was established. It was incorporated as a town in 1727. 


TRURO, originally called Pamet, was sparsely settled in 1670. It was incorporated as a town in 1709 
although some records commenced in 1700.

MASHPEE, an Indian community, was constituted a separate ‘‘plantation’’ in 1763, and was subject to a 
government by commissioners. In 1834 it was incorporated as a district, and as a town, in 1870. 


FALMOUTH, the southernmost section extending north to Sandwich (now Bourne), was settled by offi- 
cial permission in 1661, and received full incorporation as a township in 1686.

THE FAMILY IN ENGLAND 


THOMAS NICKERSON, born in Norwich, England, about 1515, was a plaintiff in 
Chancery in 1568; was buried at St. John’s Timberhill, Norwich, February 25, 1584-5. 
He married MARGARET RUDD, daughter: of Richard of Norwich; issue, a son: 


THOMAS NICKERSON, born about 1542; was of St. John’s Timberhill from 1567 to 
1569, and was of St. Peter’s Permontergate 1569 to 1600 and was buried there September 
23, 1600. He married ALICE — , who appears on St. John’s Timberhill register 26 
March 1567; was buried at St. Peter’s Permontergate 6 June 1596; his son: 


WILLIAM NICKERSON, baptized at St. Peter’s Permontergate December 15, 1571; 
was taxed in St. Etheldred’s Parish, Norwich on January 13, 1604-5. He was admitted 
a freeman December 8, 1620, and took his two sons, William and Richard, as apprentices 
in his business of tailoring on April 28, 1621. He died probably a few years later. No 
record of a will has been found, and the registers of St. Etheldred are lost; his son: 


WILLIAM NICKERSON, born about 1604, was founder of the family in America, 
founder of the Town of Chatham, Massachusetts, and is #1 in this genealogy. 
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WILLIAM NICKERSON, born i604, Norwich, England, son of William and Alice ( ) Nick- 
erson; died between 30 August 1689 and 8 September 1690 at Monomoit, Mass., and is buried at 
Burial Hill, now Chatham Port, Mass. 


He married about 1627 ANNE BUSBY, born 1607-08 in Norwich; daughter of Nicholas and Bridget 
(Cocke) Busby; died after 18 May 1686 at Monomoit and is probably buried near William. 
William was a tailor apprentice to his father in 1621 and was admitted a worsted weaver and 
freeman in Norwich 18 May 1632. He and his family sailed from Yarmouth, England, 15 April 
1637 on the ship John and Dorothy, arriving at Salem, Mass., 20 June 1637. Where the family lived 
for a few years is not known, but in 1641 they moved to Yarmouth, Mass. He first bought land at 
Monomoit from the Indian Sagamore Mattaquason in 1656 and a few years later, moved from Yar- 
mouth with his children’s families to begin the settlement of the present Chatham in the area which 
is now Chatham Port. 


NOTE: A detailed account of his life, his affairs and his land acquisitions is given in an intro- 
ductory chapter.

NICHOLAS 2 NICKERSON (William 1), baptized 10 August 1628 at St. Peter’s Permontergate, 
Norwich, England; son of William and Anne (Busby) Nickerson; died at Yarmouth, Mass., 26 March 
1681-2. His estate was settled 31 October 1682. 


He married Ist __ __, possibly a daughter of William Bassett. The Burgess Genealogy (Y) 
says that he married, as first wife, Esther Bassett, daughter of William, about 1655 at Yarmouth. 
However we find no record of a daughter of William Bassett named Esther, or of any other daughter 
listed as having married a Nickerson. We do note that the first two children are named Esther and 
William, and the third, Elizabeth, which was the name of a Bassett daughter who married Thomas 
Burgess, Jr. Further search may disclose records of a daughter, Esther. 


He married 2nd MARY DARBY, born about 1644; daughter of John and Alice (______) Darby; 
died 16 March 1705-6 at Yarmouth. We find accounts (A) (D)(I) (P) which suggest that Nich- 
olas had but one wife, Mary. The Darby Family Record (H) indicates that Mary, born about 1644, 
was too young to have had all of Nicholas’ children, and lists only the last five as born of her. She 
outlived Nicholas by a good many years and the division of her estate, proved 16 April 1706, in- 
cludes all of the sons, and husbands of the married daughters. 


Nicholas was the only one of William’s children who did not choose to move with the family from 
Yarmouth to pioneer in the untrodden lands of Monomoit. He lived his life in Yarmouth and all 
his children were born there. William had finally accumulated 4900 acres of land and deeded gen- 
erous tracts of uplands and meadow lands to his wife and all his children — except Nicholas. 


A typical incident of the times—from the record: ‘‘5 July 1667; Att this Court, Nicholas Nick- 
erson was detected before the Court by 2 witnesses for speaking of some approbrious speeches 


against Mr. Thomas Thornton, in saying that the said Mr. Thornton said, that if a man have not 
of his owne to pay towards the minnesters maintenance, hee must borrow it of his naighbor the 
said Nickerson alsoe affirmed that a certain sermon the said Mr. Thornton taught was halfe of it 
lyes; hee, the said Nickerson, acknowledging before the Court that hee hath done him wronge in 
soe saying, and engaging that hee would publickly acknowledge his fault therein, likewise in that 
behalfe, was released, and his fault passed by.’’ (B)

ELIZABETH 2 NICKERSON (William1), baptized 1 January 1629-30 at St. Peter’s Permontergate, 
Norwich, England; daughter of William and Anne (Busby) Nickerson; died at Monomoit, Mass., 
befcre 3 May 1706 when her property division was recorded. 


She married at Yarmouth, Mass., in October 1649 ROBERT ELDRED (ELDREDGE) cf Plymouth, 
Mass. He died at Monomoit in 1682. 


In 1639 Robert entered into a contract of service (as was the custom for boys of that day) with 
Nicholas Simpkins and Thomas Prence, ‘‘the latter to pay him four pounds per annum and a ewe 
goat at the end of his term .... and ten shillings more claimed by Robert’’. He was listed to 
bear arms in 1643 in Plymouth where he lived until he went to Yarmouth about 1645. There he 
married Elizabeth. He was constable in 1657. The family later moved and lived on a farm north 
of Oyster Pond in what is now West Chatham on part of the property deeded to Elizabeth by 
her father. 


The first estate inventory on record in Monomoit was that of Robert’s estate and was typical of the 
average citizen of that early time. ‘‘His live stock consisted of 2 horses, 20 cows, 2 steers, one pair 
of oxen, 6 2-year old heifers, 2 three-year olds, 3 yearling calves, 29 sheep, 12 hogs and 17 shoats. 
He had 4 hives of bees, 3 barrels of tar, an old saddle, 7 old casks, a plow and irons, sickle, pitch- 
fork’’ and other farm tools. Inside the house were earthen and pewter dishes, an assortment of iron 
and wooden kitchen utensils, an hour glass, andirons, a spit, brass scales, sieves, kneeding troughs, 
churn, bellows, a wool wheel, a linen wheel and defense weapons —a back sword and a fowling 
piece. The inventory of his entire estate was valued at 316 pounds. (A) 


The first property deed in Chatham was executed in January 1661-2 when William turned over Eliza- 
beth’s farm to her. Elizabeth as a widow, signed an agreement with her daughters Hannah and 
Martha, 16 July 1695, to share the property with their sister Bridget after her death. This was re- 
corded as a will 3 May 1706. 


Children — surname ELDREDGE:

At Monomoit, the years between 1664 and 1672 must have been arduous and cheerless for the first tiny 
group of settlers. The forest areas, in some places ‘‘wooded to the brink of the Sea’’,* and wild, dense 
thickets that had to be cleared away are rather hard to imagine now. Present day old-timers will tell 
you that if you take a small dirt road from Wellfleet to Truro you can see, toward the Bay, a stretch of 
tangled thicket which remains today as it was then. In those days Monomoit was heavily wooded with 
huge oaks, cedars and pines. The original forests were eventually so depleted that the sands of Great 
Hill threatened to bury the town. In 1821 Chatham embarked on a reforestation program of planting 
beach grass and pines to hold down the sand. 


Quite isolated from the other Cape colonists, William and his children’s families were the only white and 
English-speaking inhabitants in that neighborhood — and relatively few others jcined them in twenty-five 
years. Fortunately they maintained cordial relationships with their Monomoic Indian neighbors, which 
‘‘reflects the charity of the Indians at least as much as their own benevolence’’.* 


Their tiny cabin homes were sparsely furnished —a table, benches, perhaps a chair, and bunk beds in 
the loft. Lacking glass, the windows weve covered with oiled paper and boarded up in the winter. They 
suffered much in the harsh, alien environment of bleak weather when icy gales and violent storms swept 
in from the sea. 


The obligations of the women were heavy and constant. From what nature could provide they made 
many of the basic necessities. Responsibility for clothing the family meant spinning wool and flax, 
weaving and dying materials, and hand-tailoring the garments. Making soap and a winter store of candles 
was accompanied by the stale reek of tallow, grease, suet, and wood ash. For healing and administering 
to the sick, they prepared bitters, salves, poultices and antiseptics from plants and herbs. Butter, cheese 
and bread had to be made, and large cuts of meat cooked. There was considerable strain in lugging the 
huge iren pots that hung on the fireplace crane, and sometimes the wife weighed little more than the 
pots! Aside from church meeting, gatherings to do domestic tasks were the only occasions for female 
sociability. The women, carrying their gear, would meet at a neighbor’s house to do their spinning, knit- 
ting, sewing, or even the paring of vegetables. 


Although such luxuries as individual eating utensils, other than wooden spoons, were lacking, they did 
not lack for good food to put on the table. The ocean yielded a great variety of sea foods, on the land 
‘there grew many fine vines, and fowl and deer haunted there; there grew much sassafras (of great 
home and commercial value for medicines) .... many walnut trees full of nuts, and a great store of 
strawberries . . .’’* Soon the farms provided meat, milk, grain and vegetables. 


As the tasks of the women were manifold, so were those of the men. ‘‘The difficulties attending the first 
settlement may be easily imagined — the felling of trees, the hewing of timber, the framing of the rude 
cottage, its slow construction, and then the bringing of the household goods over the Indian trail from 
Yarmouth. It was a large undertaking for a man of sixty winters ...’’ (A) They tilled and prepared 
farm lands and meadows for produce and live stock, and cleared paths and cartways to the shores and 
other settlements. 
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Soon the village was subject to Colony supervision and they were required to perform the village organi- 
ational duties and specific obligations to the Colony. They held local offices, served as jurymen and 
representatives to the Court, settled land disputes and local differences, preached the sermons and took 
care of schooling the children at home. 


William seems to have arranged for each of his children to have several parcels of land — upland, meadow 
and areas near the water—to take care of their various needs in farming, grazing, fishing, washing 
and transportation.

4. ROBERT 2 NICKERSON (William1), baptized 27 November 1631 at St. Peter’s Permontergate, 


Ot 


Norwich, England; son of William and Anne (Busby) Nickerson; died before 5 April 1710 accord- 
ing to a deed of that date from Job Cole to his daughter, Rebecca, and Robert Nickerson. 


He married REBECCA COLE, born 26 August 1654 at Eastham, Mass.; daughter of Job and Rebecca 
(Collier) Cole; death date not known, but she was recorded as living in 1710, a widow. 


Robert took the oath of office of fidelity at Yarmouth, Mass. in 1657. Soon thereafter he moved 
to the Red River area of Monomoit where he served as grandjuryman, surveyor and constable. His 
father deeded to him 40 acres of upland east of Great Hill, 10 acres of meadow on Ragged Neck, 
and 20 acres on Stage Neck. There was no settlement of his estate recorded. 


In February 1696 a town meeting was held to choose officers. ‘‘At the same meeting it was ordered 
that all the householders of Monomoit should kill 12 blackbirds or 3 crows and bring the heads 
to the selectmen on pain of forfeiting 6 shillings this to be done by the middle of the next May. 
. . . This order was repeated and renewed by the town many times in subsequent years. It was a 
common regulation in those days for the protection of farmers.’’ Robert was among those who did 
not comply. ‘‘The defective persons were ordered to clear the way to the water mill at Satucket 
(Brewster) and the way to Nauset (Eastham) and the selectmen were to discount out of their 
fines so much as their labor amounted to. These roads, the present Brewster and Orleans roads at 
East Harwich, were not in the limits of Monomoit but this seems to have made no difference.’’ (A)

THOMAS 2 (William1), baptized 10 January 1633-34. Died in infancy; buried 21 February 1633-34 
in Norwich, England; son of William and Anne (Busby) Nickerson. 


ANNE 2 NICKERSON (William1), baptized 7 May 1635 at St. Peter’s Permoniergate, Norwich, 
England; daughter of William and Anne (Busby) Nickerson; died at Monomoit, Mass., between 27 
October 1680 and 1 March 1681. 


She was married ‘‘20, 10th month (Dec.) 1637-8’’ in Boston, Mass., by Gov. John Endicott to 
TRISTRAM HEDGES; he died after 28 March 1710. 


Anne and Tristram both arrived from England on June 20, 1637, at Salem, Mass., and were married 
six months later in Boston. They moved first to Yarmouth, Mass., and then to Monomoit where 
her father deeded them a farm between Oyster Pond River and Buck’s Creek on Ragged Neck 
(now Harding Neck) in West Chatham. The deed was dated 24 February 1673-4. 
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Tristram and Anne took in and cared for a ‘‘destitute’’ infant, Sarah Nesfield, who was orphaned 
when her father, John, was killed in ‘‘Capt. Pierses Fight’’ in December 1675. ‘27 Oct. 1680; In 
reference unto a poor orphan named Sarah Nesfield .... soe as it is recouered of his weakes 
and forlorne condition, it being about six year old att the date heerof, the said Trustram Hedgis and 
Anne, his wife, haveing bine att some considerable charge and trouble in the keeping of her 
(about 5 years) and requesting some satisfaction for the same, the Court doe allow vnto them 
of fiue pound; the said naighbourhood of Mannamoiet to pay vnto the said Hedgis the sum of three 
pounds of the said fiue pound in good currant country pay and the remaining forty shillings to be 
payed by the Treasurer.’’ 


‘‘] March 1680-81: In reference vnto a poor orphan named Sarah Nesfield, being in the custody 
of Trustram Hedgis, the Court doth order that the town of Mannamoiet doe prepare and prouide 
a fitt place for the said child, and remove it thervnto; and the Court doth free them from the 
payment of the three pound which was ordered them to pay the said Hedgis for and towards the 
keeping of it.’’ (B) Before the date of this last entry, Anne had died at the age of 45. 


Children — surname HEDGES: 
i. Grace, born 20 August 1659 at Boston; died there 4 January 1660. 

ii. Elizabeth; married before 14 September 1694 Samuel ELDREDGE. Part of William’s 
land at Ragged Neck was deeded to Elizabeth Eldredge 14 September 1694. However 
she and Samuel executed a deed of land situated at Monomoit 6 June 1711, and proba- 
bly then went to Duck Creek (now Smyrna), Delaware, with other families who emi- 
grated in 1711. 

iii. Dinah, probably their daughter, born 1662-3; married Capt. Joseph HARDING, born 
8 July 1667; son of Joseph and Bethiah (Cook) Harding of Eastham, Mass. She died 28 
January 1738-9 at age 76. He died early in 1745.

SAMUEL 2 NICKERSON (William1), born 1638, was the first child of William and Anne (Busby) 
Nickerson to be born in America— place not known; died before 17 August 1719, the date his 
estate inventory was taken. 


He married about 1660 MARY BELL, daughter of John Bell who moved from Sandwich, Mass., to 
West Harwich, Mass. She outlived Samuel and was appointed administrator of his estate 3 Septem- 
ber 1719; her death date not known. 


Samuel first built a house and settled in Monomoit on land between Crow’s Pond and Ryder’s 
Cove which was deeded to him by his father on 12 February 1673-4, along with 6 acres of upland 
near Oyster Pond. In 1696 he made a transaction with William Cahoon in which he exchanged his 
Monomoit property for land in Harwich which included a dwelling. The family took residence 
there, and were the first Nickersons to settle in that town. The property there was in the area of 
Coy’s Brook, east of Bell’s Neck, and extending nearly to the present Bank Street in Harwich 
Port. 


A vignette of those times, from the record— ‘‘3 June 1668; In reference unto a complaint of 
Thomas Howes, the late constable of Yarmouth, against William Nickerson, Sr., Nathaniel Covell, 
Samuel Nickerson, Joseph Nickerson, and William Nickerson, Jr., for affronting him in the execu- 
tion of his office, the court sentences them all to sitt in the stocks during the pleasure of the 
court.’’ This was accordingly performed — ‘‘but whereas William Nickerson, Sr. was the leader 
he was to find securities and was released upon good behaviour until next court in October.’’ (B)

8. JOHN 2 NICKERSON ( William1!), born about 1640 in New England; son of William and Anne (Bus- 
by) Nickerson; died between 1 March and 11 May 1714, probably at Yarmouth; buried in Chatham, 
Mass. 


He married about 1665 SARAH WILLIAMS, born at Eastham, Mass.; daughter of Thomas and 
Elizabeth (Tart, Tate) Williams of Eastham. She is presumed to have died before John, in Chatham. 
Their house in Monomoit stood between White’s Pond and Emery’s Pond, just south of Old Queen 
Anne Road, and his father provided for him additional properties as he did for all his children, ex- 
cept Nicholas, who remained in Yarmouth. 

John’s lands were located at Oyster Pond, Stage Neck and Buck’s Creek. In the division of com- 
mon land, he received a lot in East Harwich. He appears to have died intestate, but his property was 
somehow conveyed to his sons, who were recorded as involved with the boundary settlements in 
1714. 


Sarah received a share in her father’s estate, and her son, William, received 1 shilling. The will of 
her father, Thomas Williams, was written 10 May 1692 and proved 22 October 1696.

She married NATHANIEL COVELL, son of Nathaniel of Chelmsford, Essex Co., England, between 
15 January 1662 and 4 July 1663 at Yarmouth; he died before December 1687 when Sarah was re- 
corded as his widow. 


The History of Chatham states, ‘‘the exact year in which Nathaniel Covell died is not certain but 
it was not far from 1682, in which year Robert Eldredge, his brother-in-law (husband of Elizabeth) 
died. Both were in the prime of life and left large families’’. 


Nathaniel, a saddler, arrived in Boston on 26 August 1653, from England. When he was yet a boy 
and his father lay dying, he agreed to serve Mr. Edward Winslow of Marshfield, Mass. until 7 
years after his arrival in New England. For part of this period Mr. Winslow assigned him to his 
son-in-law, Peregrine White. For his service he was to receive ‘‘his passage over, his support, and 
10 pounds in goods and commodities, 13 bushels of Indian corn, and a good double apparel at the 
end of his time’’. His employ over, he went to Yarmouth where he married Sarah. Soon afterward 
they moved to Monomoit and lived on land given to Sarah by her father, near Alewife River and 
Ryder’s Cove. He was designated constable in 1674. 


That Sarah was an able administrator must be assumed from the fact that she engaged in several 
land transactions. She sold parcels of her own property, and her father arranged that, at his death, 
the management of his entire domain should fall to her; and, as agreed, in 1687 she conveyed one 
half of all the real estate, excepting her father’s home farm, to her brother, William. In 1699 she 
had retained one third of her share of the properties and divided them among her four sons.

WILLIAM 2 NICKERSON (Williaml), born at Yarmouth, Mass., 1646; baptized at Barnstable, 
Mass. 1 June 1646; son of William and Anne (Busby) Nickerson; death date uncertain; his estate 
was proved 7 April 1719 at Chatham, Mass. 


He married 30 November 1668 MERCY WILLIAMS, born at Eastham, Mass. about 1644; daughter 
of Thomas and Elizabeth (Tate, Tart) Williams; died ‘‘7 (2) 1739’’ at Chatham between 90 and 
95 years of age, leaving 157 descendants! 


Before 1677, William Jr. owned a parcel of land east of Great Hill, Monomoit, and another lying 
southwest of the head of Ryder’s Cove where he probably lived. But in 1689 he bought land at 
Cotchpinicut (Old Harbor) where he built a house and resided for some time. He took the oath 
of a freeman in 1690 and was a soldier in King Philip’s War. As an active participant in village 
affairs, he served as grandjuryman, constable, inspector of whales, selectman, and was the first vil- 
lage treasurer and clerk. It is noted that he did not record his own family, and but few others. 


In 1700, stimulated by the work of the minister, Mr. Jonathan Vickery, the village voted to ‘‘bild 
a meten hous of 20 and 2 foot floor and 13 foot in the wall’’. For this purpose they ‘‘made chose 
of Gorg Godfree and William Nicarson, Jr. to lok after and see the work be don and at the same 
meten the inhabetence ded agree with Edward Small to be the fore workman to get the tember and 
to frame the hous with the help of the inhabtance and the inhabbetance ded agree to take thare 
tornes and goo out with Edward Small and to get the tember two days a pece tell every man had 
took his torn.’’ It was also agreed ‘‘that every man that had a teme should drag one lode to 
plase of the tember . . . and when the reat is made it shold be took from thar reat that had don 
the work and aded to them that had not took thar torn in doing the work’’. The building, roughly 
completed in 1701, had no shingles, clapboards or glass for the windows. There were no pews, but 
benches, for the men on one side, and women on the other side of the aisle. The oldest persons 
sat at the front, and others in the order of their ages. It was used for all village meetings — re- 
ligious and secular.

11. JOSEPH 2 NICKERSON (William1), born at Yarmouth, Mass. December 1647; christened 16 De- 
cember 1647; son of William and Anne (Busby) Nickerson; died between 1725 and 1731 in Har- 
wich, Mass. 


He married before 1677, probably at Yarmouth, RUHAMAH JONES, born about 1650; daughter 
of Teague Jones; died after 1735, when the town of Harwich was ordered to pay for her care in 
the home of John Eldredge. 


Joseph went with his father to Monomoit where he lived on a tract of land his father conveyed 
to him north of Ryder’s Cove. For several years he lived in East Harwich, but in 1697 he purchased 
50 acres of land at Muddy Cove from Barnabas Lothrop for 25 pounds in silver. He took residence 
and remained there the rest of his life. He also owned Lots 6 and 16 in the Quason Purchase. 
Little is known about him, but he was reputed to be a quiet, peaceable man. 


His wife, Ruhamah, apparently was one of the most colorful if not the most admirable of our 
ancestors! She was a ‘‘great beauty’’, but ‘‘of a disagreeable nature’’ and delighted in harassing 
others, so that both her Indian and white neighbors tried not to offend her. It is said that, if pro- 
voked, she would play havoc with their washing, their choice plants, and the fruits of their harvest. 
She was ready for an argument or a fight at any time. She was even suspected of complicity when 
Edward Bangs’ barn was burned — after they had quarrelled. Upon subsequent trial, Ruhamah 
was said to be ill and unable to attend court. For Joseph, an adverse action regarding security 
for his wife would cause him to lose his estate and render them destitute for life. This affair was 
decided favorably after he petitioned for an abatement. 
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Ruhamah lived to a ‘‘great age’’, and had remained sitting for so many years that, at her death, it 
was thought best to bury her in ‘‘the same crooked position’? —on Burial Hill, south of Ryder’s 
Cove where many early Nickersons were buried. 


His will —‘‘Joseph Nickerson of Monamoy ... . yeoman, for & in Consideration of my Real Love 
and Goodwill to my Natural son William Nickerson of Monamoy ... yeoman, have Given... . 
unto him. . . all that my Percel of upland and meadow .. . on the Northerly Side of the Muddy 
Cove River in the Township of Harwich . . . Bounded (viz) Beginning at the South west Corner 
by a wallnut tree Marked Standing Near the Sd River from thence Runing Northerly to a red oak 
tree marked by a Slough of water from thence Easterly to Joshua Jethrowes Land then Southerly 
down to Sd River and So a long Sd River westerly to the first Specified bound: takeing in all the 
Meadow Ground and Sedge Ground with the upland & then Extending from Sd wallnut tree west- 
erly takeing in all the Meadow and Sedge Ground So fay as a point of upland that runs down Near 
to Sd River where a New fence Now stands to a Great pine tree there Marked Containing thirty 
acres more or less; with free Liberty for Cutting fire wood fenceing Stuff and Timber with Liberty 
of Herbage on all my undivided Land on that Side of Said River.’’ dated 5 November 1709. 
Signed with a mark. Witnessed by Joseph Higgins, Eben Hawes. Acknowledged the same day be- 
fore Joseph Doane, justice of the peace. Recorded 11 July 1710 by William Bassett. ‘‘A true Copie 
Drawn & Compared this 23rd Day of Febry. me Solomon Otis Regr.’’

He was married 2nd at Chatham, Mass., 24 October 1717 by Peter Marshall, J.P. to ANNA (HAN- 
NAH) ATWOOD, born January 1688 at Eastham, Mass.; daughter of Eldad and Anna (Snow) 
Atwood. 


Anna outlived William and married 2nd BENJAMIN BEARSE, SR., of Barnstable 25 August 1747. 
He died in 1748. She was living as late as September 1764. 


Ensign William, so ‘‘styled’’ about 1706 as leader of the local military company, lived on his land 
at Cotchpinicut (Old Harbor), but also received land at Monomessett (Nickerson’s) Neck from 
his father. He was a tanner and carried on that business for many years. There was not only a 
demand for boots and shoes, but also for leather pants which nearly every man wore at work. He 
left the tanning house and business to his sons Caleb, Nathaniel and Eldad. It brings to mind an 
old limerick, the end of which is lost —‘‘This is the story of Joshua Sears, Whose breeches lasted 
for twenty years.....

Lt. THOMAS 3 NICKERSON (William2, William1), born about 1670 at Monomoit, Mass.; son of 
William and Mercy (Williams) Nickerson; died at Chatham; his will, proved 3 August 1736, was 
written 4 August 1735. 


He married before December 1696, MARY BANGS, born at Harwich, Mass., 14 April 1671; daugh- 
ter of Jonathan and Mary (Mayo) Bangs; died between October 1736 and July 1745. 

He settled at Cotchpinicut (Old Harbor) and held several offices there including selectman and 
town clerk. 


Other than the Church, the only community organization at the time seems to have been the mili- 
tary company. Monomoit was directed, from the Colony, to choose a ‘‘fit man’’ as leader and form 
such a company in 1681, but its officers were not recorded before 1696. In 1706, Thomas was 
chosen as lieutenant, and his brother, William, ensign. 


Mary joined the Harwich Church (later Brewster) in November 1708. Thomas and his children 
were all baptized there 9 October 1709 by Rev. Nathaniel Stone. 


Having already apportioned properties to his children, Thomas NICHOLSON, alias NICKER- 
SON, of Chatham, signed his will of 4 August 1735 with his mark. He left his wife, Mary, his 
dwelling house, furniture, and land outright, with Samuel Hinckley having a right to live there and 
to manage it for her. Samuel, called a nephew, was the son of Shubael Hinckley and Lydia Bangs, 
sister of Mary. He was raised with Thomas’ family, and the will left him the dwelling house after 
the decease of wife, Mary.

William was of Monomoit in 1687. He took the cath of a freeman at Barnstable 24 June 1690. His 
farm of 40 acres was located on the west side of Mitchell’s River, which was named for him. He 
probably died some while before 1709 when his estate was settled and his widow had already re- 
married, William, Jr., sold his father’s properties in 1725 and 1740. 


James Griffith was married to Mercy when he was appointed administrator of William’s estate 1 
November 1709. He is listed as a resident of Chatham in 1711. 


Joseph Paine says, ‘‘James Griffith and family, I am inclined to believe, went to the vicinity of 
Smyrna (Duck Creek), Delaware about 1711. There are Griffiths and Mitchells in the vicinity 
yet.”’ .

He was married 28 March 1706-7 at Yarmouth, Mass., by John Thatcher to REBECCA JONES, 
daughter of Jeremiah of Yarmouth; died about 1765. 


Robert and his family lived on his father’s farm which he had inherited, at Cotchpinicut (Old 
Harbor). He served the village as grandjuryman and surveyor, and in 1713 was chosen to help in 
laying out parcels of Common Land for the drawing of lots. 


In his will he left to his ‘‘Loving wife, Rebecca, the movable estate . . . and that end of the house 
where we lived together’’. He left sums of money to his daughters Mercy Kidder, Fear Eldredge, 
Rebecca Hopkins, and to heirs of his daughter Elizabeth Ray, alias Cunningham, deceased. His 
son Elkanah received a woodlot ‘‘I bought of Moses Godfrey’’. He evidently had previously 
deeded property to his son and retained the right to live in a part of the house. It is probable that 
his sons James, Robert and Sylvanus had died before 1755 since the will mentions all the other 
children and their heirs, but does not mention these sons.

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JEREMIAH 3 NICKERSON (Joseph2, William1), born about 1675 at Harwich, Mass.; son of Joseph 
and Ruhamah (Jones) Nickerson ; his will was written 9 October and proved 31 October 1724, Kent 
County, Delaware. 


No record identifying his wife has been found. She was living in 1724 when the will was written. 


He had lived in Monomoit and in East Harwich but moved to Delaware. A number of Cape Cod 
villagers had become disheartened and thought their outlook bleak. In 1711 thirteen families emi- 
grated, many to Duck Creek (now Smyrna), Kent County, Delaware. Only about 33 families re- 
mained in the village ef Monomoit. From the records of his land transactions at Monomoit and 
Duck Creek at that time, it appears that Jeremiah was surely connected with this first emigration. 
In October 1711 he bought land there on the north side of Murder Creek from Nicholas Wixon 
(Nixon). There he developed a plantation, presumably tobacco. His will states: ‘‘being sick and 
weak of body but through the Mercy of God sound and perfect in mind and memory... I will 
that all my Just debts be duly paid’’. To his son Joshua he left ‘‘the land and Plantation where I 
now dwell Situate and lying in Dover Containing one hundred acres to them his heirs and assigns for- 
ever’’. His son Joseph was to receive ‘‘that piece of Marsh lying on the North side of Murder Kill 
Creek . . . containing 13 acres... 3 steers . . . my Drugget Suit of Wearing Cloathes (viz) Coat 
Vest and Britchers and Hat... I give to my Daughter Lidey my warming pan after my wives 
decease... I give to my Daughter Richmeg (Ruhamah) my suite of Red curtains. . . I be- 
queath to my Daughter Percilla one feather bed and furniture (viz) one Boulster two pillows a 
pair of sheets one Blanket and Rug. .. one cow and Calf and Pewter Dish and as much Callicoe 
as will make her a gown. . . as soon as the Tobacco is disposed of which is now Hanging in the 


wo 
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House’’. Daughter Mary’s bequest was the same as Ruhamah’s, and in each case, to be given on 
the marriage day or at the age of eighteen. ‘‘I give to my two grandsons Nehemiah and Jeremiah 
Nickerson one heifer yearling a peace’’. To his ‘‘dear and well beloved wife’’ he left all his re- 
maining estate. He stipulated that his son Joshua should live with his mother and take care of her 
affairs, the plantation, and ‘‘stock’’ as long as she ‘‘lives or keeps single’’. Joshua was to inherit the 
estate if she remarried or died.

She was married | April 1714 at Harwich, Mass., by Nathaniel Freeman to JOSEPH JOHNSON of 
Harwich. No record of his parents has been discovered. It is possible that he was the son of Abraham 
of Chatham, an early landowner. 


Although Joseph received a grant of land in Plymouth, Mass. from his father on 12 April 1714, he 
lived in Harwich for a number of years. He is known to have moved to the Oblong, N.Y., probably 
about 1747-50 when several Cape families went to that area. 


The Oblong was a strip of land two and one-half miles wide along the Connecticut border, which 
had been ceded by that state to New York in 1731 in exchange for lands along Long Island Sound. 
A guarantee of title and low prices for the lands attracted young Cape Codders who had become 
dissatisfied with their prospects. A religious awakening and social upheaval extended over the Cape 
at the time. Settlers from Yarmouth, Harwich and other places occupied land in the Oblong as 
early as 1740, but there is no evidence that people from Chatham went until the ‘‘second emigra- 
tion’’ in 1747.

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The Oblong adjoined the town cf Ridgefield, Conn., and at the time was in Dutchess County, N.Y., 
(later Putnam County). Some of the villages of the Oblong were called Nine Partners, Pawling, 
Crumebow, Phillips Patent—— in New York, and New Milford, Sherman, New Fairfield — in Con- 
necticut. 


Some families, including Nickersons, moved to Ridgefield, and to the northern part of that town 
called New Patent, later Ridgebury. Nearly all those families eventually crossed the state line into 
the present Putnam County and lived in the area which is now the town of Southeast. It is near 
the town of Brewster, N.Y.

There were 47 
children, and school was to be kept for 33 weeks. Public schools were first established on Cape 
Cod about 1670, and were among the first in the country. They were maintained with funds from 
the fisheries tax — somewhat of a drain on the meagre resources of the pioneers. In the old coun- 
try, family education in the home was the custom, and the colonists maintained this practice con- 
scientiously until a system of more general education was worked out. 


In 1749, Ebenezer was among the signers of petitions for religious tolerance. (See #78) He moved 
to Provincetown in 1751.

She married about 1721, SILAS 4 SEARS, born December 1695 at Yarmouth; son of Silas3 (Silas2, 
Richard!) and Elizabeth (Crosby) Sears; died 10 April 1760 at Yarmouth. 


Silas3 was among those chosen by the town of Yarmouth (about 1679) ‘‘to loock out, cut up and 
secure to the town such whales and whale bone as by God’s providence were cast up between . . 
Sawtucket Harbor marsh and Sawtucket’’ .. . and to be paid in ‘‘blubber or oyle to the value of 
5 pounds of whale’’. Dead whales were frequently found on Cape shores, and very early the Colony 
saw ‘‘reason to require som pie of the oyle made ‘‘within its limits. 


The will of Silas, dated 11 July 1755 and proved 6 May 1760, named his wife, Elizabeth, and all 
the children except James who had died, and Rachel who may also have died. He left his home- 
stead to his son, Eleazer.

In his will, written 5 December 1796 and proved 9 December 1800, he left the homestead to his 
son, John, with one third of his real estate, and the remaining two-thirds to the heirs of his deceased 
son, Eleazer. This real estate remained in the Nickerson family for generations. In addition to 
the homestead land, he owned 18 pieces of marsh, cedar swamp, and woodland covering many 
acres, and was fined for ‘‘giving sum to the English”’.

1714; son of Samuel and Hannah (Hall) Nickerson; died at Harwich 9 October 1798. 


He was married Ist in Harwich by Rev. Nathaniel Stone 13 October 1741 to SARAH COVELL of 
Harwich, born 1713; daughter of Ephraim and his first wife, Mercy or Mary (__) Covell, who 
died 1 February 1727-8. Sarah died 6 June 1788 and is buried at Harwich Center Cemetery. 


He married 2nd on December 25, 1788 HANNAH (SEVERANCE) BURGESS of Yarmouth. She 
had married Ist THOMAS HINCKLEY in 1766, and married 2nd in 1771 JOHN BURGESS, who 
died in 1783. Hannah died 14 January 1810, aged 98 years. 


Benjamin was town assessor in 1746-7 and was also commissioned to select a preacher. He was 
among these on the Southside who, beginning in 1744, initiated several petitions in an effort to 
have the town officially separated into two precincts. Harwich covered a large area, and those liy- 
ing in the southern part found it wearisome and a hardship to travel to the town center on the 
north side for town meetings, church affairs and business dealings. There also were beginning 
political and religious differences. In January 1746-7, the Council and the House of Representa- 
tives concurred, and the Southside became a distinct and separate precinct. The North Precinct was 
incorporated as the Town of Brewster in 1803. 


Ephraim Covel, in his will written 14 July 1749 and proved 10 September 1735, left his daughter, 


Sarah, ‘‘all my Jands lying eastward of the way that leads to the Oyster Bay (now Wychmere Har- 
bor) ... southerly to the beach... easterly by the sea... till my meadow fence comes to 
the Cold Brock (a tributary of Andrews River) ..... that said Sarah Nickerson and her heirs 


shall always have a convenient way through gates and bars down to ye meadow for to cart hay or 
fencing stuff or to salt water to fetch fish or goods as they shall have occasion.’’ Sarah and Ben- 
jamin ‘‘shall not come into possession of my land . . . until her heirs arrive at full age . . . to take 
possession of it.’’ 


Ephraim, a Quaker, was bern about 1677, youngest son of Nathaniel and Sarah (Nickerson) Covell. 


He married 2nd Abigail ELLIS of Yarmouth 4 February 1729-30; married 3rd (intentions 20 Sep- 
tember 1746) Mary TAYLOR, daughter of John of Chatham.

In 1744, one Elisha Paine, an itinerant minister from Connecticut, inaugurated the Separatist or 
Anabaptist movement in Harwich.

A church of over 50 members was formed, and in February 1749 Joshua 
was ordained their interim pastor. 


He was also active in the Southside community of Harwich and joined the petitioning for a sep- 
arate precinct.

Eliphas lived in Harwich, but moved back to Chatham, his birthplace, before 20 January 1758 when 
he carried records of the births of his sons Elisha and Daniel to be placed on the records there. By 
1764 he had moved, and was one of the original proprietors in Liverpool, Nova Scotia. As early 
as 1769 he lived in Argyle, N. S., when it was known as ‘‘Abutuck’’. Simeon Perkins wrote him 
a letter in March 1781 asking to buy his 12-acre lot in Liverpool. (M-2) On August 28, 1786, Eli- 
phas’ children made over to their brother, Hugh, all their father’s real estate in Argyle. 


It might be noted here why so many went to Nova Scotia at that time. After the expulsion of the 
Acadians, the British Government was anxious to attract settlers to the lands they had vacated. In 
1758 Gov. Lawrence issued a proclamation and offered immigrants transportation, free farms, and 
partial support until their crops were under way. Cape Cod fishermen were accustomed to this 
area where fish were plenty, and found the offer very tempting. Also a number of Cape Cod men 
had become acquainted with the area through their military service there. Families from all along 
the eastern shores of Massachusetts accepted the terms, and from 1760 to 1763 over fifty families 
from Chatham alone emigrated to that region— primarily to Liverpool and Barrington. The 
History of Chatham (A) lists those who went in 1760. Nickersons included were Ebenezer, Jr., 
Jonathan, Elkanah, Daniel, Nathan, William 3rd, James, Elisha and Elisha, Jr.—to Liverpool; 
Caleb, Prince, Richard and Joshua, brothers, Eldad and Stephen, half-brothers —to Barrington.

John Nickerson, in his will dated 27 May 1762, refers to his daughters, Mary Nickerson and Eliza- 
beth Nickerson. His third daughter, Bethiah, had died in 1759 and her gravestone reads, ‘‘Bethiah 
Nickerson’? We must assume, then, that none of these daughters were married when Patience was 
born. Yet the History of Chatham (A) states that ‘‘a daughter of John Nickerson married Prince 
Young and left a daughter Patience’’. It is possible that it was an unrecorded fourth daughter, who 
died and ‘‘left’’ a daughter. We have presented it this way. 


Without naming the parents, John says, in his will, ‘‘to my grand-daughter Patience Young 6 
pounds when she is of marriageable age in lieu of what her mother would have had’’. Patience 
would have been under 21 at that time, and both grandparents, as well as Bethia, had died. Pos- 
sibly Prince raised Patience, who may have been the illegitimate child of Bethia. 


The children of Prince are all recorded for a wife, Lydia, and Patience is listed as the first child, 
born on the date above. The next child, born 27 January 1746-7 was named Prence. (F) There 


were other children by Lydia.

His estate was proved 3 May 1763 and lists books, guns, a sword, spinning wheels 
and yarn, a mare, oxen, 2 heifers, 11 sheep, 10 lambs, his land at Monomessett Neck (now Nicker- 
son Neck) with all the buildings thereon. 


In the division of his estate, 24 July 1772, Sarah received a woodlot in Harwich near Great Long 
Pond ... and a part of Monomesset Neck — ‘‘the west end with the buildings thereon — land 
runs into the Bay ((Pleasant Bay) and near Salt Pond.’’ 


William was thought to be somewhat of a religious fanatic and joined the new movement of ‘‘Sep- 
aratists’’ or ‘‘New Lights’’. This sect, which first appeared in Connecticut and grew rapidly, were 
seceders from the established Church. They entertained more liberal views, believing, among other 
things, that a true preacher need not have a formal education and that the mode of performing 
the baptismal rite should be a matter of personal choice. They objected strenuously to being 
taxed for the support of the ministers of the Standing Order, and submitted many fruitless petitions 
requesting to be relieved from this tax. On refusal to pay the tax some highly respectable men 
were imprisoned in Barnstable jail. In the 1740’s, Joshua, William and Samuel Nickerson of Har- 
wich were active in this movement. 


For a reason we have been unable to uncover, he was known as William ‘‘Red Stockings’’. One ex- 
ample —‘‘Chatham Rrecords April ye 18, 1739. I ye widow bassit of Chatham do oblige my self 
to you William Nickerson red stocking of said town if I can’t find or make more by any means 
by your wife or find it my self I do forfit two coverleds of like sort said witness our hands — Na- 
than bassit, Nathaniel Bassit.

baptized at the Brewster Church 9 October 1709; son of Thomas and Mary (Bangs) Nickerson; 
probably died at Chatham, date not found; his will, written 25 March 1762, was proved 12 April 
that year. 


He married CONSTANT COVELL, daughter of Joseph and Hannah (Bassett) Covell. 


Ebenezer, a husbandman, was Captain of the Military Company at Monomoit as early as 1734. He 
and his son Ebenezer were backers and members of the newly formed religious group called 
Separatists, New Lights or Anabaptists in 1749 but, with the other members, were not exempt 
from paying a poll tax for support of the established ministry until 1755. (See +78) 


He left his wife all his ‘‘household goods and within door moveables ... and the use and im- 
provement of all my estate .. . . 1 cow, 1 swine and 5 sheep’’; to his sons Ebenezer, Seth, Na- 
thaniel and Thomas 10 shillings ‘‘exclusive of what they already had’’; to son Constant 13:6:8 at 
age 21; to sons Timothy, Uriah and Constant his land and building and all his stock, tools and debts 
due. The total value of the inventory was 465:16:0. He did not mention his only daughter, Dor- 
cas, in the will probably because she had removed to Nova Scotia with her husband and he did not 
expect her to return to the Cape. 


His wife, Constant, as one of the executors of his estate, rendered account in 1772. She may have 
removed later to Phillips Patent (The Oblong), New York, as records show that a 1 pound tax was 
raised on the estate of Constant Nickerson there in 1777.

He was married 24 February 1724-5 at Harwich by Rev. Nathaniel Stone to THANKFUL CO- 


VELL, born 1707 at Chatham; daughter of Ephraim and Mercy (__) Covell; died of ‘‘numb 
Palsey’’ at age 88 in Harwich 19 August 1795. 


Edward lived on the ‘‘Southside’’ of Harwich and was among the petitioners for a separate pre- 
cinct there. (See #56) He was collector of taxes in 1746-7. When the new Meeting House was 
built Edward ‘‘took the pew on the south side of the west door’’ paying the sum of 7 pounds. 


In his will he left to his ‘‘beloved daughter Thankful’’ his land north of the Neck (Fear’s), the 
swamp northward of Grassy Pond (near Harwich Center), the Neck westerly of Burying Hill, and 
an equal share with the daughter, Mary, in Cold Brook (Andrew’s River tributary) adjoining his 
land.

Joshua’s father, Jeremiah (#34) apparently was among the leaders of emigrants from Cape Cod to 
Duck Creek (now Smyrna), Delaware in 1711. He left his land, stock and tobacco plantation to 
Joshua. 


There seems to be no question that they both managed their affairs with much success as is evi- 
denced in the will of Joshua dated 8 March and proved 17 March 1756 at Dover, Delaware, as fol- 
lows ; 


To son George 4 tracts of land, one purchased of John Clayton, sheriff, and others called ‘‘North 
Hamton’’, ‘‘Tenhend’’(?) and ‘‘Morgan’s Outlet’’ — the last two bought of George Morgan (prob- 
ably Veronica’s grandfather) ; 6 negro slaves and one bay horse. To son John — the land his father 
left him, a parcel purchased from John Buckmaster, and one called ‘‘Joshua’s Lot’’, 8 negro 
slaves, one horse and 100 pounds from Bonds due his estate. To John and George equally — par- 
cels of land on the east side of Ripe Ebun (?) Branch, next to the Landing and southeast of Little 
Creek, plus his livestock and the rest of his estate. To grandson John Marion (Marim), son of 
Ruhamah and Charles, 60 pounds; and to grand-daughter Elizabeth Marion, 330 pounds. To daugh- 
ter Ruhamah, ‘‘my chest of drawers’’ and ‘‘I have portioned her off Pritty Well Before... .’’ 
Charles Marim and son, George, executors.

Joseph inherited 13 acres of land at Murder Creek from his father, Jeremiah. (See +34). In his will 
Joseph left to one Joseph Barger ‘‘a certain Tract of Marsh licing on ye Murderkill Creek contain- 
ing thirteen acres which my Father Jeremy Nickerson Bought of Randall Donovan and willed it to 
me ...’’ He left his wife, Mary ‘‘the remainder of my whole estate . . . my children to have at 
the age of 12... Twelve Month Schooling at a Good School. . . .’’ If Mary should marry and the 
children be ‘‘adopted by a Father-in-law then my Brother Joshua Shall have the liberty to take them 
Away and Dispose of them as he thinks fitt.’’ 
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No connection, by marriage or otherwise, has been discovered to explain Joseph’s bequest of the 
family land to a Joseph Barger rather than to his wife who he named as ‘‘Sole Executor’’, or to his 
sons through his brother, Joshua, to whom he committed their welfare. It is possible that Barger 
may have married an unrecorded daughter or a grand-daughter of Joseph. Joseph’s will was signed 
with a mark and was witnessed by John Barger, Stephen Paradee and John Wilson.

She was married at Harwich 19 February 1729-30 by Rev. Nathaniel Stone to THOMAS 4 SNOW, 
born 15 June 1709 at Harwich; son of Thomas3 (Mark2, Nicholasl) and Lydia (Sears) Snow; died 
before 28 June 1771 when Rachel was granted her dower. 


His will set off to Rachel — ‘‘the easternmost part of the Dwelling House from the middle of the 
chimney all the house and eastward. She allowing the family in the West Room a Priveledge to 
pass and Repass at the kitchen Door and they Allowing her a Priviledge to bake in the Oven — 
also Part of Barn called Horse House — also land near dwelling house — beginning at the Corner 
of the County Road and the Widow Seares Land — southerly about 23 rods ... . to a crop fence, 
westerly to the Pond called Thomas Snow’s Pond. . . . northerly to Widow Bangs land and so. . 
to the County Road . . . also a piece of Woodland laying at Long Pond .... Also a piece of 
meadow laying west of Wings Island .... recorded January 24 1774.’’ Appraisal of the estate 
was made 16 February 1779. The final account showed also 152 pounds 3 shillings and 4 pence to 
be divided among the heirs, the widow receiving one third. Other amounts were alloted to son 
Samuel Snow of Marblehead, Mass, Ruth Higgins, the heirs of sons Thomas and Isaac, and daugh- 
ter Priscilla Whelden. The total value of his lands and buildings was 703 pounds.

Silas entered military service in April 1759 and served several enlistments until December 8 in Col. 
Thomas’ Regiment at Annapolis Royal, Nova Scotia. 


He may have died before February 1787 when records show that his grandson, Stephen Turner, 
owned land abutting the land of Silas, Jr. in Harwich near the ‘‘Watering Place’’. It is likely that 
Stephen was raised by Silas and received land or his grandfather’s house for taking care of and 
living with his grandparents. In 1792, Stephen is recorded as agreeing to care for his grandmother, 
Jane Nickerson, widow of Silas. 


An amusing account from Barnstable County Court records is found in the Louisa Nickerson Papers 
(A-4)—: ‘‘Silas Nickerson of Harwich testifies that in company with Nathaniel Covell, Jr., Joseph 
Nickerson and David Wesi, at Samuel Godfrey’s house in Chatham sometime in December last of 
1744 and drank part of several mugs of punch made with Rum but called for none nor paid for 
none nor know of none paid for but took it that he had said Godfrey prescribed him being newly 
come home and we went from said Godfrey’s over the river in a canoe but he saw no blows 
struck nor heard no blows struck but took notice that when we were into John Covel’s house one 
of Nathaniels eyes was hurt but how it came knows not.’’ ‘‘Signed Silas Nickerson, his mark . . . 
9th day of January 1744... .”’

JOSIAH 4 NICKERSON (Josiah3, Joseph2, William1), born 1709-10 at Harwich, Mass; son of Josiah 
and Rachel (Maker) Nickerson; died at Harwich 8 January 1740 or 1749 and was buried in Brewster 
Cemetery. 


There is uncertainty about Josiah’s death date. The gravestone, which reads ‘‘Josias’’, appears to 
show the year of death as 1740. Yet his estate, which lists no property, was very small and was settled 
in 1749-50 — nine years later, if he died in 1740. 


Josiah was a weaver, was unmarried, and died intestate in his thirties. Shubael Nickerson of Yar- 
mouth was appointed administrator of his estate and asked for an allowance which included an 
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amount ‘‘to what John King’s wife, Mother to the deceased, demands for money lent to him during 
his life time’’. (Rachel married 2nd John KING) A debt of 20 pounds was paid to John King of 
Harwich ; Samuel Marchant, Jr. of Yarmouth received 16 pounds 8 shillings due him and his wife, 
Bethia, who was Josiah’s sister; and nephew, Hezekiah Baxter of Yarmouth, was repaid the sum of 


16 pounds 8 shillings.

DEBORAH 4 NICKERSON (Josiah3, Joseph2, William1), born at Harwich, Mass; son of Josiah and 
Rachel (Maker) Nickerson; died May 1747 at Yarmouth, Mass. 


She was married 21 April 1743 at Harwich by Rev. Nathaniel Stone to HEZEKIAH 3 BAXTER, 
born 21 March 1720 at Yarmouth; son of John2 (Thomas!) and Desire (Gorham) Baxter; death date 
not known. 


Ill fortune seemed to be the lot of Hezekiah. Deborah lived only four years after their marriage. El- 
even years later he married THANKFUL MARCHANT 4 October 1758, and by 1767 he had lost his 
sight. 


We find this sad account in the Amos Otis Papers (O-2): ‘‘4th day of Nov. 1767. Selectmen Prince 
Hawes and Richard Baxter have bound out and put as an apprentice unto the said Jonathan Rogers, 
Hezekiah Baxter, a minor son of Hezekiah Baxter of Yarmouth, aged 4 years the first day Oct. last 
past, and destitute of any guardian or parents to provide for him, his father being a blind man and 
his mother being a distracted woman supported by the town, being the poor thereof so that he is 
the proper subject of the Selectmen’s care. He is to dwell with said Jonathan Rogers until he is 21.’’ 
There seems no doubt that his brother Ebenezer, had already been apprenticed.

2. SHUBAEL4 NICKERSON (Josiah3, Joseph2, William1), born at Harwich, Mass; son of Josiah and 


Rachel (Maker) Nickerson; died 6 September 1770 at Yarmouth, (now Dennis) Mass. The Rev. Na- 
than Stone preached at the funeral. 


He was married 6 March 1745 at Barnstable, Mass. by Rev. Joseph Green to THANKFUL BEARSE, 
born 4 February 1724 at Barnstable; daughter of Benjamin and Sarah (Cobb) Bearse; death date 
not known. She was married 2nd, by Rev. Stone, to THOMAS BURGESS 4 November 1773. 


From Rey. Nathan Stone’s Diary: 
‘‘Visited Shubael Nickerson July 30, August 30 and September 3, 1770.’’ 
‘“6 September 1770 Shubael Nickerson died.’’ 
‘“7 September 1770 went to the funeral of Shubael Nickerson.’’ 
‘‘February 19, 1777 went to see David Nickerson. ’’ 
‘April 4, 1777 David Nickerson died at 14 years.”’ 


It is interesting to note that Shubael ‘‘being very weak and sick’’ wrote his will on September 2, 
was visited by Rev. Stone the following day, and died three days later. 


Shubael left his ‘‘loving wife Thankful’ all the real estate and personal estate as long as she re- 


mained a widow; to his three sons, Josiah, Shubael and David equally, ‘‘all estate not before disposed 
of’’, or if they died without heirs, to their brothers; to daughter Elizabeth, ‘‘the bed, bolster, and 
2 pillows she generally lies upon, 1 iron pott and 1 qut bason also 5 pounds.”’ 


The inventory, taken 2 October 1770, of Shubael Nickerson, blacksmith, lists cleared land, woodland, 
salt meadows, house and corn house. Property set off to the widow ‘‘now the wife of Thomas Bur- 


gess’’ was one third of the real estate. The land is described as ‘‘adjoining the river (Bass River) 
east of the Indian land... . to a partition fence, south about 7 rods from a swamp... . then 
west to the river . . . and north unto the first... .”’ 


Also to the south of this property there was Jand and meadow along the river and a dwelling in 
which his wife was to have ‘‘the great room and the bedroom that is up in the Southwest part of 
the Chamber with privilege of going to the oven to bake, and going to the said bedroom and all 
other privileges allowed of going across lands and meadows through gates and bars... . . 


The division of land to the widow, Thankful is on the South Dennis side of Bass River, and from 
the description, we would place it just south of the Mid-Cape Highway. It bounds the Indian land, 
and as the Indian land was divided out in 1779, we would say that there was a part of the Indian 
reservation on the Dennis side of Bass River, as well as in Yarmouth. There is evidence of an old 
house in this area, which can be seen today.

REUBEN 4 NICKERSON (John3, Joseph2, William1), born about 1707 at Harwich, Mass; son of 
John and Sarah (Bassett) Nickerson; died 10 December 1791 and was buried ‘‘on the hill near his 
home’’ in Eastham, Mass. 


He married Ist, int. 28 April 1728-9, at Harwich, PRISCILLA ROGERS, born 1710 at Eastham; 
daughter of John and his second wife, Priscilla (Hamblin) Rogers; died about 1742 at Harwich. 


He was married 2nd at Eastham 30 March 1744 by Joseph Crocker, to RUTH AREY, born 13 June 
1721, Eastham; daughter of Samuel and Mary (Mayo) Arey; died 1788 at Orleans-Eastham. 


Several times between 1739 and 1754 Reuben signed deeds and agreements with the heirs of John 
Rogers, probably involving land which was Priscilla’s share of her father’s estate. 


Not much is on record by which we can know Reuben as a person. His name appears in numer- 
ous unrecorded Barnstable County deeds (F) indicating that he owned, at one time or another, a 
considerable amount of property. This much seems certain — that after his wife’s death in 1788, 
he was 80 years of age and living alone in Eastham. His sons, Reuben, Jr. who also lived in East- 
ham, and Joshua, were known as ‘‘wayward’’ sons, and it is said that because of them he hung him- 
self in his barn the afternoon of December 10, 1791. Family problems perhaps stemmed from political 
differences.

JEREMIAH 4 NICKERSON (John3, Joseph2, William1), born at Harwich, Mass; son of John and 
Sarah (Bassett) Nickerson; died § December 1791 at Liverpool, Nova Scotia and was buried there. 


He was married Ist in Harwich 7 November 1734 by Joseph Doane, J.P., to DEBORAH YATES, 
daughter of John and Abigail (Rogers) Yates; died at Harwich between 1735, when her son was born, 
and 1739, when Jeremiah remarried. 


He was married 2nd at Harwich 11 January 1739-40 by Joseph Doane to REBECCA HURD, born 
7 April 1713 at Harwich; daughter of John and Hannah (Sparrow) Hurd; died at Liverpool, Nova 
Scotia. 


Jeremiah removed to Liverpool with his family probably in the 1740’s, and received a grant of 


land there. (See #73) 


If there is any question as to whether Jeremiah may have been the son of Jeremiah3 (#34) who 
went to Delaware, or was the son of John3 (#38), the study of unrecorded deeds (F) convinces 
us of the latter. 


Jeremiah inherited land from his father-in-law, John Yates, although Deborah had died when the 
deed was signed 29 May 1747. The lands of John Yates, John Hurd and the Rogers family were 
adjoined, and were at Namecoit Neck in what was the Eastham-Orleans-Harwich area, now called 
Namequoit Point. Reuben, son of John3, also inherited land there from the Rogers family — deed 
signed 18 January 1745-6. Reuben and Jeremiah then must have been brothers, and grandsons of 
Joseph, as the History of Chatham states. It will be noted that Deborah was a Yates, her mother 
was a Rogers, and Jeremiah’s daughter, Deborah, married a Rogers.

Roberts Gate. Suppose he had an Applectic fit.’’ ‘‘Buried Saturday December 10th’?  (M-2)

She was married 17 November 1737 by Joseph Doane, J.P., at Harwich to JOSEPH 4 COLE, (3rd 
or Jr.) ; born 18 May 1718 at Eastham, Mass; son of Joseph3 (John2, Daniell) and second wife, Ma- 
ry (Hinckley) Cole; died 1795 at the South Parish of Eastham. 


Joseph and Sarah were admitted to the Eastham-Orleans Church 2 May 1774. 


On January 29, 1768, Joseph Cole, Sr. sold all his land to his two sons, Joseph and Gershom, with 
their wives consenting to the division. Some of this land was located on the north side of Queen 
Anne Road and on the west side of Aunt Edie’s Pond.
